billed and barb-tipped tongue of the 
bulsy little sap-sucker— so called, 
were aearching for a meal of worma. 
It is a pity we did not know it. As 
I walked or drove over tha. country 
I was deeply Impressed by tha al- 
most entire abaenee of wild life. No 
wonder the Hessinn fly infests the j 
wheat fields unmolested; no wonder | 
caterpillars fill the branches of ahade 
and orchard trees with their nests 
and devour the follaga.

Tho 
Audobon Societies all over the coun- 
try are striving to-day to foster pro- 
tection to the wild birds, and a bird 
conservation club should be organiz- 
M iu every school iu the laud. Teach 
the boys the usetulnaas of birds and 
put up nesting homes for them and 
In heavy winter weather, put out

food. It will pay in the long run.
